The references disclose the claimed dyestuffs of the 
formula VIII where X is hydrogen and is hydroxyl , carboxyl and 
methoxy. The references also disclose the copper complex 
dyestuffs of the formula IX where X is hydrogen and M"^ and are 
copper (II) . Note Example 3 of Hanhart, the entire document CH 
172363 and Synthesis Examiple 3 of Yam.amLOto et al .
